A state, if it wishes, may no t 
b illo w div o rces at all, o r It may 
be v ery liberal. Thus an act that 
might be gro unds fo r div o rce in 
Ohio wo uld no t necessarily be 
gro unds fo r div o rce in New Yo rk 
State. 
There are IO cau ses for which a 
d iv orce will be granted in 
Ohio. 
Those

are: one of the parties

read y m arried , a d u l t e r y , im-

A seld om u sed grou nd s for d i­ 
v orce is tersely stated in the Ohio 
Rev ised Cod e as frau d u lent con­ 
tract.

When one p a r­ 
ty is lu red into this contract—-the 
state of m arriage — by m isrepre­ 
sentation which v itally affects the 
v ery base of the m arriage contract, 
the innocent party may hav e cau se 
for d iv orce.

Obv io usly , 
unwarranted

fined to the acts o f phy sical v io ­ 
lence o nly . 
Thu s continu ou s cond u ct of one 
spou se 
so 
reprehensible 
as 
to 
wou nd the feeling of another 
to 
su ch an ex tent as to cau se an im ­ 
pairm ent of phy sical or m e n t a l 
health, althou gh no actu al v iolence 
is u sed , might be ex treme cru el­ 
ty . The pu blicly commonly refers 
to this as “ mental cru elty .”

absence for more than 
one y ear. Howev er, many 
attor­ 
ney s will probably still be cau tiou s 
of ad v ising their clients to u se this 
grou nd s for d iv orce alone w h e n 
seeking a d iv orce.

TODAY THE great majority of 
d iv orces are filed for the 
cau se 
stated in the cod e as any 
gross 
neglect of d u ty . It might be said 
that this grou nd for d iv orce cov ers 
a 
mu ltitu d e of sins. 
Obv iou sly , 
gross neglect of d u ty is the failu re 
of hu sband to su pport his wife and 
child ren when he is capable of d o­ 
ing so. The 
d rinking, 
carou sing 
hu sband and the wife who is gross­ 
ly and shamefu lly neglectfu l in the 
raising of her family are probably 
gu ilty of gross neglect of d u ty . 
Many clients on entering an at­ 
torney ’s office state they seek d i­ 
v orce on the grou nd of incompat­ 
ibility . There are no su ch grou nd s 
for d iv orce in Ohio. Howev er, what 
the pu blic 
term s 
incompatibility 
may often be a cau se where the 
mu ltiplication 
of certain 
actions 
and series of miscond u ct on 
the 
part of one spou se may hav e fi­ 
nally ad d ed u p to gross neglect of 
d u ty or ex trem e cru elty . 
This is one of the most trou ble­ 
some field s of d iv orce law in Ohio. 
Here, the d iv orce cou rt, keeping in 
mind that m arriage and the family 
is the v ery basis 
of civ ilization, 
mu st carefu lly weigh all the fac­ 
tors inv olv ed in the u nhappy m ar­ 
riage, especially the welfare of the 
child ren inv olv ed , and d ecid e the 
v ery

what is hest for the rest of society 
in which they are an integral part.

He was asked what wou ld hap­ 
pen if American planes made a 
heavy attack on Ru ssia and winds 
carried deadly radioactive parti­ 
cles widespread. He said: "Cu r­ 
rent plannig estimates ru n on the 
order of several hu ndred million 
deaths.” He explained. 
If the winds blew in one direc­ 
tion, they cou ld carry the bone- 
destroying fall-ou t across Ru ssia 
(popu lation 193 million) and China 
(popu lation 600 million) and as far 
as the Japanese

carry 
their

or beer and a loaf of bread with 
some meat in it.

drinking wine and beer. That is 
becau se the water over here is 
not good for drinking. The w ater 
mu st be distilled before it can be 
considered safe. 
"So, as the saying goes, ‘w'hen 
in Rome, do as the Romans do.’ 
We had ou r bottle of beer 
a n d 
sandwiches with u s to eat on the 
train. 
"When 
t r a v e l i n g 
throu gh 
France, I was very su rprised 
to 
see that it was mu ch like the farm 
land in Ohio except that the fa rm ­ 
ers live in small villages and not 
ou t on the farm . The labor is m ost­ 
ly hand and horse.

cau se the farm s are so small that 
tractors and machinery wou ld be 
too large to u se. 
"The farm s are u su ally m ade u p 
of very small fields or strips

"AS YOU NEAR the Switzerland

"A person can tell almost to the

Last week we studied two reasons why membership In the 
church which Jesus built is essential to salvation. They were: (I) 
TUE CHURCH IS THE BLOOD PURCHASED INSTITUTION 
(Acts 20:28; I Cor. 6:19 -20); and (2) CHRIST IS THE SAVIOR 
OI IHE CHURCH (Eph. 5:23; Col. 1:18. Now for more scriptur­ 
al proof. 
3. IT IS IN THE CHURCH THAT MAN IS RECONCILED TO 
GOD. Christ died to reconcile both Jew' and Gentile unto God in 
one body (Eph. 2:16). Paul identifies the body as the church 
(Col. 1:18). It is readily admitted by all that man cannot be sav­ 
ed without being reconciled to God. Therefore, as this reconcilia­ 
tion is effected in the church (the one body) man must be in the 
church to be reconciled or saved. 
4. CHURCH MEMBERSHIP IS NECESSARY TO BE IN THE 
P AMIL\ OF GOD. Paul declares that God’s family or house is 
God’s church, “ But if I tarry long that thou may est know how 
thou oughtest to behave thy self in the house of God, which is the 
church of the living God. . 
(I Tim. 3:15). If one is not in the 
family of God, which is the church, he is not a child of God be­ 
cause God doesn't have children out of his family . Furthermore 
we are “ heirs of God" only if children (Rom. 8:17). 
5. A PERSON CANNOT BE SAVED “ OUT OF CHRIST ’’ Paul 
aI1 .sPlrit,ual, blessings are “in Christ" (Eph. 1:3). Among 
all 
spiritual blessings is “ salvation." We get into Christ by 
baptism (Rom. 6:3-4; Gal. 3:27). But baptism also puts us into 
body of the church (I Cor. 12:13), Therefore, all spiritual bless­ 
ings are in the church.

Grounds For Divorce Are Nu­ 
merous la Ohio. 
Each of the 48 states, through 
its constitution of governing body, 
determines on what 
gruonds 
its 
residents may obtain divorces. 
^ A state, if it wishes, may not 
b illo w divorces at all, or it may 
be very liberal. Thus an act that 
might be grounds for divorce in 
Ohio would not necessarily be 
grounds for divorce in New York 
State. 
There are IO causes for which a 
divorce will be granted in 
Ohio. 
Those 
that are 
self explanatory 
are: one of the parties 
was 
al­ 
ready married, a d u l t e r y , im- 
0)tence. habitual drunkeness 
and 
imprisonment in a state or federal 
penal institution. (But you 
must 
file for divorce while your spouse 
is still imprisoned.) 
A seldom used grounds for di­ 
vorce is tersely stated in the Ohio 
Revised Code as fraudulent con­ 
tract. The word contract is used 
because m arriage is, legally speak­ 
ing. a contract—a contract which 
places certain obligations and du- 
f 


fes on each party. When one par- 
y is lured into this contract—the 
state of m arriage — by m isrepre­ 
sentation which vitally affects the 
very base of the m arriage contract, 
the innocent party may have cause 
for divorce. 
• 
a 
• 
EXAMPLE LS clearer than def­ 
inition. The most important case 
is where a man m arried what he 
believes to be a virtuous woman, 
# u t finds after m arriage that she 
is pregnant by 
another man — 
which fact she has concealed. 
If your fiance 
boasted of his 
wealth and position but m arriage 
reveals him to be flat broke, this 
is not considered such a material 


for divorce. The use 
of a 
false 
name has been held immaterial, 
but impersonation of another per­ 
son has been fatal to the m arriage 
contract. 
Failure to change re ­ 
ligion after m arriage, although a 
promise to do so was made before 
marriage, bas been held 
several 
times not to be a m aterial mis­ 
representation. 
If your fiance has the appear­ 
ance of a Hollywood movie 
idol, 
but 
m arriage 
reveals 
a 
toupe, 
false teeth, a glass 
eye 
and 
a 
wooden leg, then you must learn 
the philosophy that beauty is only 
skin deep because this alone is not 
grounds for divorce. 
Extreme cruelty as a ground 
for divorce is a complex and dif­ 
ficult, term to define. Obviously, 
unwarranted 
and 
severe phys­ 
ical violence is extrem e cruelty. 
But extreme cruelty is not con­ 
fined to the acts of physical vio­ 
lence only. 
Thus continuous conduct of one 
spouse 
so 
reprehensible 
as 
to 
wound the feeling of another 
to 
such an extent as to cause an im ­ 
pairment of physical or m e n t a l 
health, although no actual violence 
is used, might be extrem e cruel­ 
ty. The publicly commonly refers 
to this as “ mental cruelty.” 
Wilful absence for more than 
one year. However, many 
attor­ 
neys will probably still be cautious 
of advising their clients to use this 
grounds for divorce alone w h e n 
seeking a divorce. In the past, di­ 
vorces obtained solely for this rea­ 
son have been upset when th ab­ 
sentee spouse returned, and prov­ 
ed that the absence was not wil­ 
ful, within the complicated legal 
definition of the term .

TODAY THE great majority of 
divorces are filed for the 
cause 
stated in the code as any 
gross 
neglect of duty. It might be said 
that this ground for divorce covers

Adequate vitamin C lessens the 
risk of anemia, bleeding gums 
and hemorrhages. It promotes 
the formation of strong teeth and 
helps heal wounds. It also aids in 
warding off infections. 
Expectant and nursing m others 
especially need lots of vitam in C 
since they are often likely to have 
a deficiency. Unborn babies ap 
parently rob their m others of 
this valuable element. 
In fact, researchers have shown 
a relationship between vitamin C 
deficiencies in mothers and mis­ 
carriages in certain cases. 
Additional Vitamin C 
In many cases, they report, 
miscarriages in subsequent preg­ 
nancies have been prevented by 
having the mother drink addi­ 
tional quantities of orange juice 
dally or taking capsule* high In 
vitamin C.

In ancient Egypt the God 
Thot was said to cure serpent 
bites or other injuries by spit­ 
ting on the sufferer.

Delta the family of a sick per­ 
son places a loaf of bread under 
the head of the patient to drive 
away the evil spirits. This cus­ 
tom is mentioned as far back aa 
the fifth dynasty and occurs in 
the famous pyramid texts. 
One the famous statue in th* 
Cairo museum, of 
Zed-Her, 
s 
noted healer, is inscribed form­ 
ulae* for different illnesses. This 
is followed by the note; “ If you 
are suffering of an illness, you 
have only to pour water over my 
statute. The water will run into 
the writing and will thus have 
healing power. Let the sick per­ 
son drink this water and he wlU 
be cured.” 
The power of the written word 
as healer still prevails today. In 
some villages, sick persons wear 
around their neck a prescription 
prepared by the holy man of the 
village which is supposed to cure 
them from their illness. 
Ancient Egyptians embalmed 
their dead. Today in Upper Eg­ 
ypt, where the ancient customs 
•urviv# more 
strongly, 
so in# 


peasants wrap their dead in 70 
meters of cloth. Such a practice 
is contrary to Moslem teaching 
which forbids the use of decora­ 
tive or costly shrouds. The pro­

Mohammed 
was 
buried 
wrapped in his own mantle 
At death the women of the de­ 
ceased make the round 
of the 
village 
weeping 
and 
wailing. 
their arms and laces smeared 
with mud, and their 
hair 
un­ 
bound. This is exactly the same 
way in which the ancient Egyp­ 
tians announced a death. This 
custom does not exist 
in 
any 
other Moslem country. 
Ancient Egyptians made con­ 
tracts with their priests to light 
lamps at their tombs especially 
on feast days. 
This custom is now spread all 
over modern Egypt. The family 
of the dead still light a lamp at 
his tomb for three to ten days 
after the 
burial 
and 
another 
lamp is kept alight in the cham­ 
ber in which he died.

Is Church Membership Essential 
To Salvation?-No. 2 
Last week we studied two reasons why membership in the 
church which Jesus built is essential to salvation. They were: (I) 
THE CHURCH IS THE BLOOD PURCHASED INSTITUTION 
(Acts 20:28; I (or. 6:19-20); and (2) CHRIST IS THE SAVIOR 
OF THE CHURCH (Eph. 5:23; Col. 1:18. Now for more scriptur­ 
al proof. 
3. IT IS IN THE CHURCH THAT MAN IS RECONCILED TO 
GOD. Christ died to reconcile both Jew and Gentile unto God in 
one body (Eph. 2:16), Paul identifies the body as the church 
(Col. 1:18). It is readily admitted by all that man cannot be sav­ 
ed without being reconciled to God. Therefore, as this reconcilia­ 
tion is effected in the church (the one body) man must be in the 
church to be reconciled or saved. 
4. CHURCH MEMBERSHIP IS NECESSARY TO BE IN THE 
FAMILY OF GOD. Paul declares that God s family or house is 
God’s church, “ But if I tarry long that thou mayest know how 
thou oughtest to behave thyself in the house of God, which is the 
church of the living God, . 
(I Tim. 3:15). If one is not in the 
family of God, which is the church, he is not a child of God be­ 
cause God doesn’t have children out of his family. Furthermore, 
we are “ heirs of God” only if children (Rom. 8:17). 
5. A PERSON CANNOT BE SAVED “ OUT OF CHRIST ” Paul 
says all spiritual blessings are “ in Christ” (Eph. 1:3). Among 
“ all” spiritual blessings is “ salvation.” We get into Christ by 
baptism (Rom. 6 3-4; Gal. 3:27). But baptism also puts us into 
body of the church (J Cor. 12;13). Therefore, all spiritual bless­ 
ings are in the church. 
6. THE SAVED ABE ADDED TO THE CHURCH BY THE 
LORI). This we read in Acts 2 47. If the saved are added to the 
church then the same thing that makes ore a member of the 
church raves him. They are not two separate processes. 
Many more reasons could be adduced to prove that church 
membership is essential to salvation. LET US READ OUR BI­
